Bonaparte  *cnl  round  his  invitations,  but  omitted  to  ask 
General  Moreau,  whom  I  happened  to  meet  that  day  by  the  following 
chance : — 

The  solemnity  of  the  occasion  of  the  dinner  at  Veri’s  permitted  me 
to  dispose  of  my  afternoon  as  I  pleased  ;  I  took  advantage  of  my  li¬ 
berty.  :o  indulge  myself  with  n  dinner  at  h  restaurateur’*:  1  went  to 
Hose's,  which  was  then  very  notorious  among  gastronomic  celebrities. 

In  company  with  me  were  5l.  Carbonnct.  o  friend  of  the  Moreno  fa* 
mily,  and  two  or  three  other  persons.  While  we  were  at  table  in  the 
Rotunda,  w#*  learnt  from  the  garoon  who  waited  on  us.  that  General 
Moreau  and  bis  wife  were  dining  in  a  room  ncacus.  With  him  were 
also  Lncuec  and  two  other  officers.  Sucbet,  who  bad  dined  at  Veri's, 
where  he  "aid  he  had  been  completely  bored,  came  to  join  them. 
These  particulars  we  luarnt  from  M  Carbonnct.  who  had  quttScdjiis 
for  a  few  minutes,  to  go  nod  pay  his  respects  to  Moreau  and  bis  Udy. 

The  affectation  of  Bonap«:rle  in  not  inviting  Moreau,  at  a  time  loo 
when  the  latter  had  just  arrived  conqueror  from  the  command  of  the 
army  of  the  Rhine;  and  the  affectation  no  less  of  Moreau,  in  going 
to  dine  in  public  on  the  very  same  day  at  another  restaurateur's,  al* 
forded  good  grounds  for  anticipating  that  the  coolness  which  subsisted 
between  these  two  generals  would  soon  rise  into  enmity.

LQCien  nail  a  handsome  residence  near  Neu  illy.  lie  one  day  in¬ 
vited  Bonaparte  and  the  inmates  of  Malmaison  to  a  private  play. 
The  piece  chosen  was  A  hire.  Eliza  performed  the  part  of  Alzirc. 
Lucien  was  Zamore.  The  warmth  of  the  expressions,  the  licen¬ 
tiousness  of  the  gestures,  and  the  oacrificc  of  modesty  to  truth  in  the 
dresses,  shocked  most  of  the  persons  present,  but  none  so  much  as  Na¬ 
poleon  himself.  His  indignation  survived  the  performance.— 44  It' is 
shameful/'  he  said  to  me  with  asperity,  44 1  must  not  suffer  indeecn- 
cies like  these,  I  "hall  give  Lucien  to  understand  that  I  will  have  no 
more  of  this/’  In  fact,  when  Lucien.  having  changed  his  dress,  re¬ 
turned  to  the  room  in  which  we  were  assembled  after  the  play.  Napo¬ 
leon  addressed  him  abruptly  and  sharply,  and  told  him  he  must  ab¬ 
stain  for  the  future  from  similar  performances.  In  tbc  evening,  when 
w«  returned  to  Malmaison,  he  spoke  again  on  the  same  subject  in  a 
tone  of  high  displeasure.  44  What,"  be  said,  “  when  my  first  duty  is 
to  re-establish  good  moral  habits,  my  brother,  even  my  sister,  ore  to 
go  andexbibit  tbemsel  ves  almost  naked  on  the  stage." 

Lucien  had  a  decided  ambition  for  theatrical  success,  to  which  he 
attached  ytat  Importance;  indeed  ho  decldnjwl  very  \veHr  and 
might  have  competed  with  the  best  professional  actors.  If  has  been 
said  of  him,  that  the  turban  of  Orasraan.  the  costume  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  savage,  the  Roman  toga,  tmd  the  garment  of  tlxc  high-pricst  of

The  Fist  Consul  had  had  a  very  pretty  little  theatre  built  for  us  at  I 
Malmaison.  Our  performers  in  ordinary  were  Eagcne  Beaubarnois, 
Ilortcnse,  Madame  Murat,  Laareston  M-  Did&Iot  one  of  the  prefects 
of  the  pakicc,  a  few  other  person*  of  the  household,  and  myseu. 
Relieved  iom  tbe  cares  of  government,  which  we  leftae  ranch  a  pos¬ 
sible  at  the  Tuiieries,  we  were  sometimes  extremely  happy  in  our  co¬ 
lony  at  SHlmaison ;  and  besides  we  were  young  t  and  what  scenes  is 
it  that  youth  vvill  not  gild?  ....  ,  .  .
